On receipt of Information at about 9 P .M . on the 5th May , 
1960 , that a batch of armed Naga hostiley had crossed the 
Jiri river from Manipur and entered the village of Purana 
Shankai in Assain , intimidating the villagers and demanding 
money and provisions from them , Shri Dallp Singh Gurung , 
Ammed Branch Sub - Inspector of the Hangrum Outpost in the 
North Cachar Hills, at oncc left for the village along with 
Sarvashri Dharni Dhar Baisya , Havildar, Lal Bahadur Thapa 
and Dal Bahadur Chhetri, Constables of the 3rd Battalion 
Border Security Force and 13 other ranks. The Police party 
reached the village at about 5 -80 AM , on the following day 
and surrounded the village and searched for the hostiles . The 
party was informed by the villagers that the hostiles had 
withdrawn to a Jhum hut near the Jiri rlver , Shri Dallp 
Singh Gurung divided his men into suitable groups and wend 
forward with a guidle . Shri Dallp Singh and his men crossed 
the fence and on going a few yaris ahead , noticed an armed 
Naga Hostilc on sentry duty on the right side of the hut. 
Shri Dallp Singh ordered his men to advance and surround 
the hut. " In the meantime the hostile Naga at gentry duty 
was able to scc Shri Dalip Singh and warned his companions 
inside the hut of the arrival of the police party . Another 
Naga hostile came out of the hit and opened fire with his 
sten - gun . The police party returned the fire . After exchange 
of heavy fire , the hostiles ran out of the hut and started to 
withdraw towards thc rlyer, halting and Gring at the police 
men from behind cover wherever possible . During this en 
counter , thc Naga hostile who came out from the hut to fire 
at the police party was scen dropping. Shri Dalip Singh 
Gurung then ordered his men to charge, firing from the hip 
posllion . Shri Dalip Singh always remained in the vanguard 
and kept on firing from his TMC. In this pursult one Naga 
hostile was shot dead and another was killed by bayonet and 
injuries were inflicted on several others who , unfortunately , 
managed to escape into thc thick Jungle towards the Manipur 
boundary . On a thorough search it was discovered that 8 
hostiles had died in the encounter. Four of them were found 
inside the hut and must have been killed during the initial 
exchange of fire . An unarmed Naga who was accompanying 
the hostilcs was taken prisoner and one stcn gun , four Mark 
III rifles , two Japanese rifles one bayonet and a large quantity 
of ammunition were recovered . 


The Policc party reached 
the village at about 3 - 30 AM . on the following day and sur 
rounded the village and searched for the hostiles. The party 
was informed by the villagers that the hostiles had withdrawii 
to a ſhum hut near the liri river, Slır Dalip Singh Gurung 
(livided his men into suitable groups and went forward with 
a guide. Shri Dalip Singh and his men crossed the fence and 
on going a few yards ahead , noticed an armed Naga hostile 
on sentry duty on the right side of the fut.

In the 
meantime the hoytilc Naga at ventry cluty was able to see 
Shri Dallp Singh and warned his companions inside the hut 
of the arrival of the police party . Another Naga hostile came 
out of the hut and opened fire with his uten guli . Tlie police 
party returned the fire . After exchange of heavy fire , the 
hostileg ran out of the hut and started to withdraw towards 
the river, halling and firing at the policemen from behind 
cover wherever possible . During this encounter , the Naga 
hostile who came out from the hut to fire at the police party 
was scen dropping. Shri Dalip Singh Gurung the ordered 
his men to charge , firing from the hip position , Shri Dalip 
Singh always remained in the vanguard and kept on firing 
from his TMC. Two more hostiles were killed and injuries 
were inflicted on several others who, unfortunately managed 
to escape into the thick jungle towards the Manipur boundary . 
It was discovered later upon a thorough search that in fact 
8 hostile had died in thc encounter. Four of them were 
found Inside thc hut and must have been killed during the 
initial exchange of firing . Somc rifles and ammunition werc 
also captured , A Naga hortile was taken prisoner . No 
casualty was suffered by the Police party . 


Throughout this encounter Havildar Dharni Dhar Balnya , 
Constablc Lal Bahadur Thapa and Constable Dal Bahadur 
Chhetri were always in the thick of the fight and carried out 
their leader s instructions faithfully and courageously . During 
the charge firing from their hip position they werc all along 
in the forefront while Shri Lal Bahadur fired from his LMG 
accurately and killed most of the hostiles in the hut. Shri 
Dal Bahadur Chhetri charged an armed Naga hostile and 
killed him with his bayonet in a hand to hand light. 

In this encounter Shri Dharnt Dhar Balnya , Shri Lal 
Bahadur Thapa and Shri Dal Bahadur Chletri, showecl cxccp 
tional gallantry, courage and devotion to duty in completo 
disregard of their personal safety.

During the language disturbances in Assam on thc 7th 
July, 1960), when Shri Jabiruddin Ahmed , Assistant Sub 
Inspector of Police , was on duty at Rupohihat Police Station 
in Nowgong District, a violent mob of about 500 persons armel 
with deadly weapons suddenly appeared at Rupohl Bazar 
trom several dircctions . The mob attacked the houses of a 
particular cominunity and resorted to indiscriminate looting 
and arson with the result that inany residents of Rupohi 
Bazar loſt their houses abondoning their valuable properties. 
Assistant Sub -Inspector Jahiruddin Ahmed faced the mob with 
courage and in complete disregard of personal safety, succeed 
cd in rescuing many victims including women and children 
from the clutches of the fienzied mob and brought them to 
Rupohihat Pollce Station for wafety . The violent mob then 
attacked the Police Station whcre many men , women and 
children had taken shelter . The Assistant Sub - Inspector came 
out with his gun and succeeded in driving away the hooligans. 
The Assistant Sub - Inspector thus faced the violent mob almost 
single handed . But for the commendallc courage , presence 
of mind and devotion to duly exhibited by the Assistant Suh 
Inspector Shri Ahmed the lives of many persons would have 
been lost at the hands of the hooligans .
